BASIS  FOR  SELECTION  OF  AREA  CODE  NO.  FS  102 

Columbia  Point,  an  area  of  about  400  acres,  is  within 
two  miles  of  the  Central  Business  District  on  Boston's 
southern  waterfront.  It  has  excellent  access  by  subway  and 
expressway,  and  scenically  it  is  an  outstanding  site.  Despite 
these  advantages,  it  is  bleak,  under-utilized,  and  largely  un- 
developed. 

Six  thousand  residents  of  the  Columbia  Point  Housing 
Project  are  crowded  into  one  40  acre  parcel;  surrounding 
this  project  Is  a  dump,  an  obsolete  sewage  pumping  station,  a 
small  church  and  school,  stores,  and  several  other  buildings 
unrelated  to  the  Project. 

Columbia  Point,  like  many  parts  of  Boston,  was  originally 
largely  swamps  and  water.  Filling  has  occurred  over  a  period 
of  many  years  with  a  variety  of  materials.  In  recent  years, 
fill  has  consisted  of  dump  material  which  has  been  burned  on 
the  Point. 

The  area  is  being  considered  for  an  urban  renewal  project 
because  s 
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(1)  There  is  an  urgent  need  to  improve  the  living  en- 
vironment for  the  residents  of  the  housing  project. 
The  Public  Housing  Administration  and  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  are  very  concerned  to  effect 
whatever  improvements  are  necessary  within  the 
Project  and  to  assist  the  City  in  renewing  and  de- 
veloping the  entire  Point. 

(2)  Recent  State  legislation  required  the  City  to  stop 
all  dumping  on  Columbia  Point.  The  City  dump  has 
been  closed,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  private 
dump  will  also  be  closed  in  the  near  future. 

The  sewage  pumping  station,  constructed  in  1867, 
will  also  be  obsolete  when  new  sewage  facilities  are 
completed  by  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  in 

1965. 

Thus,  the  cessation  of  these  two  activities  pro- 
vides an  opportunity  at  this  time  to  plan  for  the 
full  and  best  utilization  of  the  Point. 

(3)  Potentially  Columbia  Point  is  a  suitable  location  for 
extensive  new  housing.   Additional  housing  resources 
are  needed  in  the  City  of  Boston  to  accommodate 
persons  displaced  by  urban  renewal  action  in  other 
parts  of  the  City. 
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(4)  The  boundary  of  the  Survey  Area  has  been  drawn  with 
reference  to  the  engineering  questions  about  the 
future  development  of  the  Point.

Columbia  Point  has  severe  problems  which  could  make  an 
urban  renewal  project  unfeasible  at  this  time.  These  problems 
ares 

(1)  Soil  conditions  and  related  problems 

Much  of  the  area  was  originally  swamp  and  marsh- 
land. The  variety  of  fill  materials  used  over  the 
years  has  placed  limitations  on  the  types  of 
structural  and  non-structural  development  which  are 
feasible.  The  costs  of  development  under  such  ad- 
verse soil  conditions  are  high  and  may  in  fact  be 
prohibitive  in  terms  of  marketability  of  resulting 
structures. 

Recent  filling  by  dump  materials  has  resulted  in 
under  and  above  ground  fires  and  has  provided  an  en- 
vironment condusive  to  the  growth  of  rodents.

WHEREAS,  Under  Title  1  of  the  He-using  Act  of  19^9,  as 
amended,  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Administrator  is  author- 
ized to  extend  financial  assistance  to  local  public  agencies 
for  surveys  of  urban  areas  to  determine  whether  $he  undertaking 
of  urban  renewal  projects  therein  may  be  feasible:  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  desirable  and  in  the  public  interest  that 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  conduct  such  a  survey  in  the 
urban  area  In  the  City  of  Boston,  County  of  Suffolk,  and  the 
State  of  Massachusetts,  and  generally  described  as  follows! 

Beginning  at  Columbia  Circle,  then  extending  in  a  north- 
westerly direction  along  the  southeastern  boundary  of  property 
of  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  to  the  U„S.  Pierhead 
Line,  then  following  the  U.S.  Pierhead  Line  in  a  westerly  and 
southerly  direction  around  Columbia  Point  to  its  intersection 
with  Morrissey  Boulevard,  then  extending  along  Morrissey 
Boulevard  to  the  point  of  beginning  at  Columbia  Circle. 
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WHEREAS,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  intends  to 
initiate  the  planning  of  an  urban  renewal  project  in  the  said 
urban  area  after  the  renewal  project  therein  is  deemed  feasible. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  EE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  Board  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority s 

Section  1.  That  the  undertaking  by  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  of  a  survey  in  said  urban  area  to  determine 
whether  the  undertaking  of  an  urban  renewal  project  therein  may 
be  feasible  is  hereby  approved^  and 

Section  2.  That  the  financial  assistance  provided  under 
Section  102  of  the  said  Housing  Act  of  19^9,  as  amended,  is 
necessary  to  enable  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  fi- 
nance such  a  survey;  and 

Section  3.  That  the  filing  of  an  application  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$39,856  for  conducting  such  a  survey  in  said  urban  area  is 
hereby  approved  and  that  the  Development  Administrator  is  here- 
by authorized  and  directed  to  execute  and  file  such  Application 
with  the  Housing  and  Homo  Finance  Administrator,  and  to  provide 
such  additional  information  and  to  furnish  such  documents  as 
may  be  required  by  said  Administrator,  and  to  act  as  the 
authorised  representative  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.

SUBJECT:   Application  for  Feasibility  Survey  for  Columbia 
Point 


Last  December  I  met  with  members  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  and  representatives  of  the  Public  Housing  Ad- 
ministration to  discuss  what  could  be  done  to  improve  the 
Columbia  Point  Area.   It  was  agreed  that  the  Housing  Au- 
thority would  concentrate  on  their  Project  and  the  staff  of 
the  Redevelopment  Authority  would  prepare  a  plan  for  the 
entire  area.  The  results  of  this  joint  enterprise  eaa. 
be  completed  this  summer. 

•  Ths  closing  of  the  dump  makes  this  an  opportune  time  to 
consider  Intensively  the  future  development  of  Columbia 
Point. 

Preliminary  planning  by  staff  of  the  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority indicates  that  there  are  serious  questions  about  the 
feasibility  of  undertaking  urban  renewal  action  on  Columbia 
Point  in  the  near  future.  These  questions  are  of  two  types: 

1.  Engineering  problems  such  as  the  soil  conditions,  the 
costs  of  foundations  and  site  improvements,  the  like- 
lihood of  underground  fires  and  rodent  infestation, 
etc;  and 

2.  Problems  related  to  the  public  image  of  Columbia  Point 
and  to  the  feasibility  of  attracting  private  housing 
development  to  the  location. 

Under  current  Federal  lav;,  we  can  obtain  loan  funds  for  a 
Feasibility  Survey  to  investigate  these  questions  and  to  de- 
termine whether  an  urban  renewal  project  is  feasible. 

Undertaking  a  Feasibility  Survey  does  not  require  the 
approval  of  the  City  Council.  The  required  approval  of  the 
Mayor  has  been  obtained. 

The  l-'easibility  Survey  would  be  undertaken  primarily  by 
outside  consultants.  BRA  staff  would  prepare  a  plan  and 
would  supervise  consultant  contracts. 

The  cost  of  the  Feasibility  Survey  is  $39,856.   It  is  to 
extend  for  a  period  of  five  monctos,  from  March  to  July  of 
this  year. 


I  recommend  that  the  Authority  approve  the  filing  of  the 
Application  for  a  Feasibility  Survey. 

A  proposed  vote  and  a  copy  of  the  resolution  accompanying 
the  Application  is  attached. 
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
